The New 0. P. R. Hotel to be Opened on the 
1st June— Brief Description of Its 
Appointments. 

Hotel Vancouver, the hotol built by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway at thoir 
terminus on Burrard Inlet, will be opened 
for the reception of guests on the Ut of 
Juno noxt. Manager Matthews has been 
hard at work with a staff of men for the 
past couple of weeks receiving tlio furni- 
ture and equipment of the hotol and 
placing them in position. The bedroom 
furniture is all of antique ash and cherry, 
and is of handsome and substantial ap- 
pearance. The china, crockery and glass- 
ware was specially made forthe house, and 
is chaato and lovely in design. The parlor, 
dining-room, hall and general furniture is 
all of a handsome and costly 
nature. The building is situated 
on tho corner of Georgia and Granville 
streets facing the Burnrd Inlet mountain.-', 
and commands in every direction a mag- 
nificent panorama of grandeur and loveli- 
ness. The stylo of achitecture is Queen 
Anne, of which there are numerous evi- 
dences in tho residences already erected 
in tho city, prominent among the latter 
being that of Supt. Abbott and Mr. A. G. 
Ferguson. Tho outside appearance is of 
not particular pleasing character, the win- 
dows being small, and there is an almost 
general absence of ornament. A wide series 
of steps reach tho main entrance on 
Georgia street, which opens into the oflico, 
the most attractive feature of the whole 
structuro, though tho dining-room is 
'roomy and well-lighted. Tho of- 
fice is firnished in native cedar 
and curly maple, tho latter wood 
polished as smooth as glass and very 
handsome One is almost immediately 
struck with the lowness of ceilings and 
the prescribed character of the windows, 
which prevent that quantity of pure air 
and tho light of heaven so necessary in all 
modem structures. Beyond those serious 
defects, tho hotel has been wisely planned, 
and is convenient in all i t h departments. 

Tho oRico is lighted by a largo central 
space reaching to tho roof, and as this is 
the width of the central halls on all floors, 
it forms a delightful lounging place- on 
each. All rooms have windows fronting 
on oithor of tho four sides, thus providing 
all with light and a vision of the surround- 
ing scenery, though ifc must be 
confessed 'n somo cases, tho windows aro 
of the character that it is necessary to 
squoozo close to tho panes to get a glimpse. 
On tho first and second floors doors open 
out upon large balconies, where tho weary 
traveller or lazy guest may rest himself 
and drink in the boautios of nature >vith- 
in vision, or indulge in a pleasant pro- 
menade. 

Tho hotol is provided with gus and 
electric fittings, and will be lightod with 
the latter, their being boilers, engine and 
dynamo in the basement for that purpose. 
The chief gueBt chambers aro pro- 
vided with baths. Tho kitchen is 
off the dining room for children, 
etc., which is between the culinary 
department and chief dining room. The 
b moment is well arranged for tho mechani- 
cal department, laundry, storerooms, etc.,

THE DOMINION ALLIANCE. 

The annual meeting of the British 
Columbia branch of tho Dominion Al- 
lianco was held in the Y. M. C. A. hall 
yosterday afternoon, the Rev. D. Eraser, 
of Victoria, president, in the chair, and 
representatives from the various sections 
of a the proviuce and a number of temper- 
ance organizations being present. 

After the regular business had been 
disposed of, a number of resolutions weru 
ptssed, among them being one expressing 
the regret of tho convention at the atti- 
tude of tho members of the legislative 
assembly of the province towards temper- 
ance legislation, and conveying its thanks 
to those who voted in ■ favor of the 
measures introduced furthering the cause 
of temporance.

The DUllcult Que -Hon. 

Cablegrams which havo been received 
from China indicate that much irritation 
is felt at Poki.i in consequence of tho 
belief that tho action taken by tho Aus 
u\ilinn government in denying admittance 
to Chinese emigrants who have arrived at 
ruoir ports, is a deliberate attempt to 
force Lord Salisbury's hand and compel 
hint to negotiate a treaty with China 
similar to that of America, with the same 
country. By those competent to judge it 
is thought tile attempt v. ill have an oppo- 
site oilbrt and tli.-it tho arbitrary action 
of Australia will mo-st certainly 
handicap any negotiations looking towards 
a trenly on the subjte;. It is argued that 
it is impossible (u compel China to nego- 
tiate, but that it is mote likely that Eng- 
land will be forced to approach China as a 
suppliant, or at all events that China 
would only make a treaty on tho basis of 
compensation us wai tlio case finally with 
America. I'he foreign board at Pekin 
complain that Australia ought to endeavor 
to eciuc-ito rather than to raise public sen- 
timent over the matter, and say that it 
would havo bjon more judicious to have 
admitted tho Chinese emigrants who had 
already arrived, and wired Hongkong and 
other ports notifying thorn of their deter- 
mination to e.ccludo further emigration. 
Tho London priiss, thus far, has taken 
littlo interest in tho matter. 

Pertinent Uue*tloni. 

In the Connn-ias to-night Col. Wm. 
West inquired it ho government at Wash- 
ington would take any action against 
Venezuela in order to recover outstanding 
claims of the Americans and also whether 
England intondod to do unything regard- 
ing the discontent felt in British Guiana, 
owing to the delay in delimitating the 
frontiers, and if tho government were 
prepared to state what action had been 
determined upon against Venezuela. 

Sir Jan. Ferguson, political secretary 
for liio foreign office, replied that tho 
government wore not aware of any dis- 
content in British Guiana and declined to 
say what action would bo taken in regard 
to boundaries. 

Tho political secretary of the India of- 
fice, Sir John Gorat, answering a request 
made by Professor James Stuart that 
the government direct the Viceroy 
of India to secure a repeal 
of tho Indian contagious disease act, said 
that such requests did not become the 
government, that tho viceroy had already 
refused tho petition presented by the 
ladies' mission at Calcutta to extend the 
protection of tho criminal law to young 
girls, on the ground that girls of sixteen 
were already protected. 

For Bencillinfi the Masses. 
A conference of peers and members of 
parliament was held to-day and a scheme 
discussed to form a parliamentary com- 
mittee irrespective of party, to .support 
the measures for the benefit of the 
masses of England. 

GuilJhall Uctased Tor Dclences Discission. 

The Lord Mayor of London has de- 
clined to allow Guildhall to be used to 
hold a meeting for the discussion of mil 
itary defences. He gives as his reason 
for declining that ho believes that tho 
citizens feel that t'no agitation over this 
subject has already gouo too far. 

The I'Hiial Re-ii-rlpt Considered. 

Tho mooting which was held in Dublin 
to-night by tho Irish Roman Catholic 
members of parliament for the purpos • of 
considering in regard to tho papal rescript, 
was a private alf iir and no report of it 
has been made public, It is pretty cer- 
tain, however, from what has been learn- 
ed of its result, that a respectful protest 
against Ruman meddling in Irish politics 
was adopted, and a safe course marked 
out for tho faithful to follow. The irrita- 
tion that at first wus felt in Ireland over 
Uiu lcscrip: has subsided. The effect of 
he papal document, if it had any, has 
been discounted by tho fooling that has 
been iigitated against it. Tho rescript 
will probably not bo a very great source 
of annoyance to the patriotic Irishman, 
•a ho ulso wants to bo a good Catholic, as 
its injunctions become better known. As 
explained by Archbishop Walsh, it seems 
;irolablc that the Catholic nationalist can 
reconcile many, if UOt nil, of his former 
practices lo a conscientious following of 
the church. 

A Russian Alia k on England. 

Tho Rm.iiau pross his su ldenly burst 
forth in an attack upon England for her 
supposed alliance with tho central Euro- 
pean powers, taking for granted that 
Engla id is about to adjoin un alliance, if 
she iia i not already done so. The Rus- 
sian writers give utterance to tho solemn 
warn in ; that England will be made to pay 
dually if she follows out any mistaken 
policy in reyui'd to Central Asia or elso- 
ivhei'e, .vhere Russia is concerned. Tho 
articles, which uro of course inspired, 
give tho strongest evidence that the Czar 
is irritated at the popular movement in 
Englan I in favor of efficiently strengthen- 
ing her defences and arming her force.

Appeal from Increase orHentenee DimiUard 

Dublin, May 17.— The Court of the 
Exchequer has dismissed Father McFad- 
den'a appeal from increased sentence, on 
tho ground that tho judge was empowered 
to increase sentence, Father MoFaddon 
was eentoncod to throe months' imprison- 



ment under the crimes act, and on appeal 
from this his sentence was increased to 
six months. 

Nationalist Meeting. 

Dt'uuN, May 17. — Forty nationalist 
members of parliament, including John 
Dillon and Wm. O'Brien, held a meeting 
at the Mansion House here to-day for 
nine hours. They discussed tho pupal 
rescript und a committee was appointed; 
including Wm. O'Brien, Timothy Sullivan 
and Donald Sullivan, to draw up resolu- 
tions upon the principles agreed on by tho 
meeting. The manifesto agreed upon was 
substantially as follows: '"Whereas tho 
rescript has boon used by tho enemies of 
the holy see and of Irishmen, lo tho pre- 
judice of the Irish cause, and 
mindful of our obligation to the holy 
sue and our duty as the elected 
representatives of Irelund, be it resolved, 
that it is our belief that the allegations of 
the circular are unfounded, und that it 
could not havo boon promulgated if the 
matter had boon referred to tho prelates 
and representatives of Ireland. Bo it 
also resolved, that tho assertion that a 
freo contract prevails with regard to tho 
letting of land, with a few insignificant 
exceptions, is unfounded, and can ho dis- 
proved by a course of agrarian records for 
eighteen years past, The manifesto 
further recites that the constitution 
of the adjudication and rent 
fixing courts, affords inadequate 
grounds for the statement made in tho 
rescript, that they "so reduce rents as to 
fix them within tho limits of equity," 
since no provision is made in case of dis- 
aster or failure of crops, as the holy seo 
supposed; also, that no provision is made 
for tho reduction of arrears now declared 
by the courts to be excessive. The mani- 
festo further alludes to tho baleful results 
of the "unjust, cruel and excessive" ox- 
ercise of the legal powers of eviction, 
which is now armed with new facilities 
granted in 1887, und is enforced in a 
manner that is the cause of tho ovil pas- 
sions, crime and conflict in Ireland. 
The manifesto proceeds: "We repudiate 
the assumption that tho status of Irish 
farmers is that or more of tenants at will, 
and assert that not only in law but in 
quity the dominant interests of holdings 
belong to the tenant who has made im- 
provements upon it, and wo attributo 
much of tho prevailing discontent to a 
disregard of our constant protest against 
tho imposition of rents on improvements.'' 

The resolutions express regret that tho 
loly see is silent regarding the source of 
provocation of the evil and disorder afllict- 
ng Ireland, which is all the more deplor- 
able because through it its enemies mis- 
use the name of the h ly see, and be- 
cause the rescript's admonition was against 
the systematic violation of justice and 
charity, committed by way of attack upon 
the homes and property of tho people. 
They declare the demand of the Irish peo- 
ple for agrarian reform and political liberty 
is dictated by necessity, sustained 
by natural justice, and which is conduct- 
ed in a manner allowed by the constitu- 
tion. They finally resolved that "whilo 
unreservedly acknowledging the spiritual 
jurisdiction of the holy see, wo as the 
guardians of those liberties which our 
Catholic forefathers resolutely defended 
feel bound, to solemnly reassure Irishmen 
that Irish Catholics can recognize no 
right of the holy See to interfere with 
the Irish people in the management of 
their political affairs." 

Vol. Mnpleson's Creditors. 

Col. Mapleson, the opera manager, has 
passed the bankruptcy examinatin. It is 
stated his creditors are now withdrawing 
their claims and organizing a testimonial 
in his favor.

Beiilin, May 17. — The Emperor passed 
a good night and awoke refreshed at 10 
o'clock this morning.

Advices from Warsaw represent Russia 
as in a state of ferment, owing to the 
warlike preparations of tho military and 
civil powers of Poland. 

Gen. Boulanuer's .\aiiie ou Illesal Placards. 

Paris, May 17. — An official inquiry in- 
to the origin of the illegal electoral plac- 
ards which were circulated in tho depart- 
ment of Gere prior to the election of a 
member for the deputies on Sunday last 
has been ordered. Gen. Boulangor's signa- 
ture was on the placards but he denies 
signing them. 

The Qnarnnllucd Chinese, 

Sydney, N. S. W., May 17.— Writs of 
habeas corpus have been granted in behalf 
of tho Chinese- who aro quarantined in 
the harbor hero. 

The Exclusion Kill Paused. 

In the legislative assembly to-day tho 
premier introduced tho Chinese restric- 
tion bill, which received its third reading 
at 7 o'clock this evening with only verbal 
amendments. The bill operates from the 
1st May and prohibits tho naturalization 
of Chinamen. All vessels are allowed to 
bring ono Chinaman for every three hun- 
dred, instead of every one hundred tons. 
It imposes restrictions in residence and 
trading upon tho Chinese. Chinese with 
passports are not allowed to engage in 
mining without permission from the gov- 
ernment. It does not affect Chinese who 
are British subjects.

Children Cry for Pitcher's Castorla, 
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. THE THREE VICTORIAS. 

The Queen-Empress of Great Britain, 
the Empress of Germany and tho Princess 
Victoria, daughter of the lattor, appear to 
niako common cause in that affair of the 
heart of which tho world has been hearing 
so much of late. Prince Alexander, of 
Battenberg, and tho Princess are lovers 
betrothed for some time, dating from the 
period when ho was reigning at Sofia as 
Sovereign of Bulgaria. Since then his 
fortunes have changed, and as if to verify 
tho Shakespearoan maxim, that "the 
course of true love never does run 
smooth," great diplomatic obstacles have, 
us wo all know, come between the lovers 
and tho consummation of their wishes. 
Powerful Russia favorg not Prince Alex- 
ander's aspirations to sovereignty, and 
haughty old Prince Bismarck, the dragon 
in the fairy tale, himsolf almost as potent 
as an empire, has given his judgment 
against the match, because forsooth the 
Bear would be offended thereby. It lias 
become, therefore, a contost between the 
threo Victorias and Alexander on the one 
side, and Bismarck and the Czar on the 
other. Both parties have many sympath- 
izers, but those wo have named, and more 
particularly the Empress of Germany and 
the Iron Chancellor, appear in the eyes of 
the world as principals at the front. 
Prince Alexander is represented as adding 
new lustre to the somewhat dilapidated 
name of Battenberg by his fidolity and 
devotion as a lover. He has for years 
shown to his intimate frionds, we are told, 
a bracelet riveted on his arm as a pledge 
of mutual vows between himself and the 
Princess. With less ostentation, Victoria 
appears to be equally devoted and deter- 
mined to wear out or surmount all ob- 
stacles. "Wo shall bo married," the 
Prince has said, "for in apito of all ob- 
stacles the last word is always on the side 
of love." The heart of the world 
has been somewhat moved by the 
story of the royal Romeo and 
Juliet of the time, and it will be no 
fault of the three Victorias if Prince Alex- 
ander's hopeful words are not realized. 
But the chances are doubtful, and al- 
though from time to time inclining first to 
one side and then to the other, it is quite 
apparent that much must depend upon 
the result of the Emperor Frederick's ill- 
ness. Should he die while those matters 
are pending, the most activo and influen- 
tial friend of the young people at court 
would be suddenly divested of her great 
power to aid them. Much graver issues 
depend upon tho precarious life of the 
distinguished sufferer, but amid all these 
the world of sentiment will not readily 
lose sight of its bearing upon the fortunes 
of the betrothed prince and princess. It 
is confidently predicted that the three 
royal women will find a way, however 
powerfully opposed, to carry out their 
wishes. As to this, it is only safe to pre- 
dict that wo shall seo what wo shall see. 
Meantime the young couple may take 
consolation, however meagre it may be, 
from Colonel Lovelace's "To Althea in 
Prison." Though thu impassioned words 
woro written in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century tho sentiments they incul- 
cate aro quite as true in our day: 

.Stono walls do not a prison make, 

Nor iron bars a cage; 
Minds innocent, and qulot take 

That for an horliagc: 
If I have freedom in my lovo 

And in my soul am free, 
Angels alone that .soar abovo, 

Enjoy such liborly. 

Alexander, that mediaeval knight of the 
nineteenth century, and "his high-born 
maiden in a palace tower" at Charlotten- 
borg may bo doponded upon to prove in 
good time the truth of the old adage that 
"Lovo laughs at lock-smiths."

Tho 
war of Brazil with Paraguay cost the 
former 225,000 mon, and 3 milliards 75 
million francs. Tho great war of seces- 
sion cost the United States 400,000 men 
and 12,200,000,000 francs. Tho Abyssinian 
war cost England 25,000 men and 245 
million franc ; the Ashantoo war, 27 mil- 
lion francs. In the Franco-German war 
of 1870, France lost 225,000 mon and 9,- 
288,000,000 francs; or including tho two 
lost provinces 13,621,000,000 money; 
whilst tho German lo.-s is computed by 
Bismarck at 1,148,000,000 francs, or if 
one includes tho loss in war material, in- 
demnities, pensions, etc., 2 milliards. 
Tho Gormans lost 300,000 men. General 
cost of tho 1870 war, 525,000 mon and 15,- 
621,000,000 francs. Tho wars in the 
Balkans, in Egypt, in Central Asia, Tunis, 
Tonquin and Abyssinia have cost 300,000 
men and 13 milliards 11101103'. In all, 1{ 
083,000 men, 179,853,000,000 francs 
money. If wo turn to tho present efl'ec 
tive strength of the European armies, we 
find that by virtue of the treaties binding 
at present Germany, Austria and Italy, 
thoso threo powers would unito their 
forces hi ease of war with Russia and 
France. Germany could put into the 
field 5,941,000 men, Austria, 1,068,628, 
Italy, 2,596,530; in all 9,606,158 men. 
Franco and Russia together can easily 
muster the same number of men as the 
three allies; therefore, ill case of an Euro- 
pean war, no fewer than 20,000,000 men 
would bo called undor arms. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

We really blush for journalism when ono 
who professes to have for so many years 
followed it as an occupation descends so 
often to coarse abuse when cornered in 
controversy. The writer in the Tih 
failing to meet our arguments, descends 
to that low Billingsgate in which he revels, 
and of which, we may add, he is so rare a 
master. Calling hard names does not 
conceal the ignorance, nor the ill-breed 
ing, of him who utters them. We would 
remind our contemporary, who has again 
been worsted in discussion, of Lord 
ISeaconstield's famous saying : "Im- 
pertinence is not wit, and invective is not 
argument." While quite aware that the 
Times loves to be noticed by The Colon- 
ist, we must decline to so honor it unless 
it cultivates good manners and practices 
ordinary fraternal courtesy. Its present 
conduct cannot fail to prejudice the craft 
generally in the eyes of that portion of 
the public which demands cleanliness. 



THE COST OF WAR. 

A French statistician thinks that the 
present time, when nations are armed to 
the teeth, ready to engage in deadly con- 
flict with each other, is a good timo to 
ponder on tho cost of wars during tho 
nineteenth century. From 1800 to 1815 
tho war cost Italy, Prussia, Austria, 
Spain, Russia and England tho torrific 
sum of 93 milliards of francs and 0,745,- 
000 mon. England alone paid 12 mil- 
liards 300 million francs on her own Wars 
with Napoloon. In 1829 Greece pur- 
chased her freedom at tho prieo of threo 
milliards, and Europe sacrificed in her 
behalf nix milliards of francs. Tho 
African ware of 1830 to 1850 cost Franco 
235,000 men and throe milliards of 
money. Under Napoleon 111. the Ori- 



The High Court of Justice in England 
lias just rendered an interesting and im- 
portant opinion touching tho power of a 
court over the press. An application 
had been made to punish the defendant 
for contempt of court for having published 
a sharp criticism of the result of a trial. 
The High Court decided in favor of the 
defendant, holding that he was not sub- 
ject to punishment. Justice Stephen ad- 
mitted the existence of a power to punish 
for contempt in a flagrant case of comment 
published during the trial, read by the 
jury and maliciously designed to interfere 
with the course of justice. But it was, 
he added, a power based on "a very vague 
principle," and one to bo used only in an 
exceptional case, and then "with the great- 
est care and caution." He then wont on 
to explain that when a decision had been 
given or a verdict rendered, the case was 
entirely different, "The court had then 
done its work, the jury had reached its 
verdict and they were given over to criti- 
cism and comment, and of that they could 
not complain. " In general "there was an 
undoubted right to make comment upon 
the conduct of judges or jurors." Justice 
Field held the same views. "Jt is tho 
right of all men," ho said, "to comment 
11 the acts and conduct of public men, 
whother judges or jurors." This whole 
somo doctrine is significant coming from 
the English Bench. The power of a judge 
to punish his critic is a relic of a past ago 
in England, when there was not freedom 
of speech or liberty of tho press. In the 
freer and more enlightened England of 
to-day the exercise of the power is con- 
demned by the judges themselves, except 
where necessary to deal with a flagrant 
abuse.

PRESS COMMENTS. 

(Columbian.) 
At the hearing of this caso [the Duns- 
muir— News-Ad.iei-ii.ier case] the chief jus- 
tice, Sir M. B. Bogbie, undertook to in- 
struct tho audience with a lecture on 
"What I know about Newspapers," and 
it is to be rogrotted that his lordship dis- 
played a very great deal of ignorance on 
the subject. Ho quoted, w ith approval, 
the opinion of some disappointed crank 
who declared that American newspapers 
were "conducted by mow of no moans, 
scanty oducation, and of a vulgar turn of 
mind,'-' and sooms to think this a fair and 
honest representation of a profession 
which is not less honorable than the one 
to which his lordship himself belongs. 
His lordship went on to deprecate the 
practice of mud throwing by tho press— 
and wo must confess that thoro is quite 
an extensive field where those strictures 
may appropriately fall. There aro not a 
few newspapers, even in our own pro- 
vinco, which make mud-throwing a regu- 
lar business. Look at tho political edi- 
torials of tho Guardian., tho Times, tho 
Standard (when it has any editorial), and 
one must be utterly disgusted with that 
phase of journalism. But this reflection 
does not belong to tho whole fami'y of 
newspapers. There aro some very bad 
judges, but it would not be fair to de- 
nounce Sir Matthew by virtue of that fact.

W. M. Police from Donald to Wild Horse, 
added much to the freight account of the 
Duchess and Clino, but this year the 
extra supplies ordered by settlers, minors, 
ranchers and merchants will more than 
counterbalance the freighting done for tliu 
government. 

Seattle, Lake Shore >V Eastern.

Tho 
mileage embraced in this contract is about 
miles, and extends from a point a few 
miles east of the Oilman mines, in SquaK 
valley, ria the Snoqualmie Pass, to con- 
nect with the fifty-mile section of the 
road which is now being built west from 
the Falls. The cost of this section is 
bout 85,000,000, and the road must bo 
completed so that trains can run between 
Seattle and Spokane Falls within two 
years from the 17th day of May, 1888.

Mr. Rogers is 
a worthy, energetic young man, who has 
established himself in a lucrative business 
from a small beginning. The bride is an 
estimable young lady, for many years a 
resident of Victoria, and with many 
others The Colonist wishes Mr. and 
Mrs. Rogers a long life and prosperity 
and happiness. 

A « limine ol" Itoiilc. 

Messrs. Veith & Borland of tho J 50- 
Mile House, Cariboo, tho other day start- 
ed a pack train for the Skeena river, for 
the purpose of packing the II. li. Co.'s 
goods from Hazolton, at tho forks of the 
Skeena to the Babino portage. Hitherto 
all goods havo been taken over the nioun 
tains from Hazelton on tho backs of In- 
dians, who found it a profitable business, 
goods costing ten cents at Victoria being 
worth on arrival ut their destination bo- 
twoen thirty and forty cents per pound, 
It is thought that tho aborigines will be 
como hostile on the infringement of what 
they now consider their exclusive busi- 
ness. Tho II. B. Co. formerly sont in 
these goods from the mouth of tho (juos- 
nollo river, Cariboo, tho pack trains fol- 
lowing tho old telegraph trail to Fort 
Eraser, skirting Stewart Luke, and thus 
reaching the interior posts and mining 
camps of tho Ouiineca and Peace rivers. 



MIN1AG ON THE HORSEFLY. 

Fiuc Prospects Secured In the Old Channel— A 
Promising Placer Field. 

Mr. P. C. Dunlevy, of Soda Creek, who 
arrived down on Wednesday night, recent- 
ly visited the Horsefly mines, in which ho 
is inteiested. Half-a-dozen companies 
are running in tunnels on tho bench about 
eighty feot above the present river bed. 

Tho McCulluni Co. ran their tunnel 
about 100 feet, passing the rim rock at 
125 feet, and then ran along on thu bed- 
rock until they reached a point whore it 
dipped. Out of the gravel taken from 
tho tunnel §1,800 >vas washed. The pros- 
pect would average from §10 to §25 per 
day to the man. The company having 
prospected their ground by drifting aro 
now at work hydrauliciug over tho tun- 
nel, as it is considered cheaper to wash 
off tho gravel than to drift. 

The other companies aro still working 
on their tunnels, endeavoring to reach the 
old channel bed, which there is every 
reason to believe exists at tho point where 
the McCulluni company struck pay. 

Six miles further up the river Mr. 
Thaddeus Harper has a force of about 
seventy men ut work erecting sawmill, 
pumps and other machinery. A verysub- 
stantial wing-dam has been built, which 
it is expected will be able to withstand all 
stages of tho water. It is the intention to 
work the bod of the river, and Mr. Har- 
per hopes to takeout bushels of tho gold- 
oil nuggets. 

In tho opinion of Mr. Dunlevy, tho 
Horsefly mines are tho most promising 
placer diggings which have beenstruok m 
many years, and he believes they will be- 
come a rich camp.
